Special Session of the Legislative assembly, begun and 
held at Madison, W. T., the 18th day of October, A. D. 1847. 
In pursuance of a proclamation of His Excelleney, Governor 
Henry Dodge, the following members elect: of the second 
session of the fifth' legislative assembly appeated and took 
their seats, to wit:

Whereupon the president declared that Mr. Wells having 
received the whole number of votes given for president of 
the council, was unanimously elected to that office. :

Although this is the first time I have had the horiot of fil- 
ling the station, yet I am not wholly ignorant of its responsi- 
bilities and difficulties, and am well aware that in the dis» 
charge of its duties F shall often have occasion to’ draw- upon 
your generosity and kind indulgence. = 

I believe I am not mistaken in the motives which have in- 
fluenced you on this occasion. When I look upon this body 
and find so many of its members as well and even better qual- 
ified than myself to preside over your deliberations, I cannot 
but attribute your action more to a spirit ef concilliation, of 
harmony, and maguanimity, than to any merits or qualifica» 
tions of my own; and were I to omit, on every proper og- 
casion, to aid in; this noble. effort, I «should feel Les a 
double wrong. 

Judging from the. little conversation 1 have had with mam- 
bers of both houses, from different parts of the territory, I am 
induced to believe that our present session will be short, and 
our action confined to one subject. The special object of our 
meeting, at this time, is to provide for a convention to form 
a constitution for the state of Wisconsin, and whether we do 
this only and adjourn, or protract , the session and enter into 
business of general legislation, is a question that should be 
settled at as early an hour as possible. 

Gentlemen, permit me to express fhe hope that whatever 
we resolve to do, will be done as speedily as possible—that 
our intercourse with each other on all occasions will be cour- 
teous—our action harmonious, and the result of our labors 
beneficial and satisfactory to our constituents. 

In conclusion. allow me to return you my thanks for the 
high. honor conferred, together with ‘the assurance that Ishall 
aim to discharge whatever duty may ‘devolve upon me, im- 
partially and to-the best of my ability. |

MESSAGE : 


Fellow-citizens of the Council 
and House of Representatives : 


In accordance with the laws of the territory, I have deem- | 


ed it my duty to convene a special session of the legislative 


assembly, to enable the representatives of the people to take | 
such action in the early organization of a state government | 


as will meet the wants and wishes of their constituents, 


At the last census of the inhabitants.of the territory, her | 
population was one hundred and fifty-five thousand ; and from | 


«the increased immigration since that period, her present pop- 


ulation may now be estimated to exceed two hundred thou- | 


sand. 
By the official returns made to the office of the secretary 


of the territory, of the votes given “for and against state | 


government," it appears tliat a* large majority of “the people 
are in favor of a state government. The preparatory steps, 


it would seem, can be taken for the election of a conventión | 


to form a constitution, and submitting it to the ‘people of: the 
territory, as well as to the congress of the United States at 
their next session, in time for the admission of Wisconsin as

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an independent state of this Union, as the next is-the com-- 
mencement of a new congress, and a long session of that 
body. In that event, the state of Wisconsin will give her 
electoral vote at the next presidential election in 1848. 

. The admission of Wisconsin as a state will promote the 
best interests of her people; they will have a representation 
in both houses of congress; they will participate,in all the 
advantages of a government created by themselves, founded 
on the equal rights of all, and when the expressed voice of 
the people will be the supreme law of the state. The dona- 
tion of 500,000 acres of land, to which the future state of 
Wisconsin will be entitled under the provisions of an act of 
congress entitled “ An act to appropriate the proceeds of the 
sale of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,” 
approved September 4, 1841, will be greatly lessened in value 
before Wisconsin becomes a state; as the choice lands have 
already been sold, and the refuse lands will remain, from 
which the selection will be made, unless they are located 
north’of the Wisconsin river. 

The lands granted by congress for schools and a university 
will not be available until after the admission of Wisconsin 
as a state. Five per centum on the nett proceeds of the sales 
of the public lands sold at the land offices in this territory, to 
which the state of Wisconsin will, be entitled.on her admis- 
sion into the Union, would have paid the expenses of a state 
government.for the last five years. : 

The people of this territory have paid into-the U, States 
treasury, since the organization of the territorial government, 
near four million of dollars in payment for the public lands; 
and the amiount appropriated by congress for the improve- 
ment of harbors and roads, &c., in the territory, is one hun< 
dred and sixty-seven thousand dollars. This state of things: 
will remain as long as the territorial government exists, 

The states of Illmois and Missouri were admitted mem- 
bers`of the Union when the population of those states did not 
exceed one hundred and thirty thousand inhabitants, In the 
admission of all the western states, none of them had a pòp- 
ulation equal to the present population of the territory of 
Wisconsin. “The future state of Wisconsin will combine as

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many advantages as any other portion of the United States ; 
her great extent of territory, the fertility of her soil, the sa- 
lubrity of her climate, with commercial advantages unsur- 
passed on our- inland seas and navigable rivers; her inex- 
haustible mineral wealth, composed of lead, iron and copper 
` mines, with the most extensive pine lumber region in the 
United States, with an intelligent, enterprising population— 
may we not confidently hope that Wisconsin will be the hap- 
py abode of millions of freemen, and that her march will be 
onward until she fills the high destiny that awaits her, 

The present legislative assembly having been convened for 
a special purpose, 1 have not deemed the present an appropri- 
ate occasion to make any suggestions, except in relation to 
the organization of state government. , 

Be assured, fellow-citizens, you will have my co-operation 
in the support of all such measures as will promote the good 


of the people you represent.

Mr. Clark moved to amend the resolution by striking out 
the words “one thousand,” and ingering in lieu thereof the 
words “fifteen hundred ;” 

Which was disagreed to. 

The question was then put on the adoption of the resolu- 
tion as modified, 

And was decided in the affirmative. 
. Mr. White introduced the following resolutions, which 
were adopted, to wit : 
- “ Resolved, That the secretary of the council be authorized 
to employ some suitable person to assist in doing the neces- | 
sary writing for the council during the present session." 

“ Resolved, That all editors of newspapers within Wiscon- 
sin be admitted to seats within the bar of the council.” 

“On motion of Mr. Clark, 
The council adjourned. 


Tuespay, October 19, 1847. 


The journal of yesterday was read and corrected. 

Mr. Darling introduced the following resolution, to wit: 

“ Resolved, (the house concurring,) That it is inexpedient 
to entertain any other business at the present session of the 
legislative assembly, than that which relates to the subject 
for which it was convened.” 

Mr. Palmer moved to amend the same by striking out all 
after the word “ Resolved," and inserting the words, “that

“ Resolved, by the two houses of this legislative assembly, 
(the house concurring,) That the Rev. Messrs. McHugh, Reed 
and Lord, be requested by the presiding officers of the coun- 
cil and house of representatives to officiate alternately in 
opening the sessions of the two houses by prayer.”

“ Resolved, (the house concurring,) That Matthew Norton 
be employed to assist in taking charge of the public halls, 
and to act as fireman to the governor’s rcom during the pres- 
ent session of the legislative assembly.” 

The council then resolved itself into committee of the whole 
on the message of his excellency the governor, 

Mr. Lovell in the chair, 

And after some time spent therein the committee rose, 
and by their chairman reported the same back to the council 
with the following resolution, to wit:

WEDNESDAY, October 20, 1847.

by the governor, of members to the constitutional conven- 
tion in 1846.” 


Mr. Darling introduced the following resolution, which 
was adopted, to wit: 

“ Resolued, (the house of representatives concurring,) That 
the pay of the several officers of the two houses be three dol- 
lars per day for the present session, and that the presiden 
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and secretary of the council and the speaker and clerk of the 
house issue certificates accordingly.” 

A message from the house of representatives by their 
chief clerk: 

* Mr. President-— The house of representatives have pas- 
sed a resolution of this house, entitled 

* Resolution relative to the employment of a fireman to the 
governor's room, &c.' 

And have rejected,

was adopted, to wit: 

“ Resolved, (the house concurring,) That a joint commit- ` 
tee of three from the council, and five from the house be ap- 
pointed to confer upon the business of the present session of 
the legislative assembly, and to report by resolution or oth- 
erwise, at as early a period as practicable."

Mr. White moved that the vote adopting the resolution in- 
troduced by him this morning, be re-considered ; 

Which was agreed to. 

Mr. White moved to amend the same by striking out the 
words, “state government,” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words, “the adoption of the constitution ;” 

Which was agreed to. 

The resolution as amended was then adopted.

That in view of the fact, now pretty well established, that 
the days of this extra session are to be few and quiet; in 
view also of another fact, at least as well established, and 
yet more pleasant to contemplate, that the calm dignity, the 
practical experience, the courteous bearing, the conciliatory 
spirit, and the excellent humor, which have thus far charac- 
terized the action of the honorable president and every mem- 
ber of this body, and which would seem almost to supercede 
the necessity of any compulsory rules of order ;—have deem- 
ed it inexpedient to make any alteration or emendation to 
the standing rules, but have instructed their chairman to 're- 
port them back to the council as a “good enough” code for 
its guidance during the present brief session. |
